“Excursion” Means One Day Trip 


According To Ruling Of Traffic Com- 
missioners, Yorkshire, England . 
An “excursion” is a day trip—not 
a trip extending into two days or 
more—according ‘to a recent ruling 
of the Yorkshire Traffic Commission- 
ers, the first ruling of the kind in 
this country. An “excursion” .is 
neither defined nor even mentionel in 
the Road Traffic Act, hence the traf- 
fie commissioners’ decision is of more 
than ordinary interest. The commis- 
sioners’ decision as to the meaning of 
an excursion is as follows: “A jour- 
ney to and from a specified destina- 
tion, to be completed in one day at 
an inclusive fare.”

Scientists Know Very Little About 
Conditions Beyond the Strato- 
The stratosphere is a rarefied lay- 
er, presumably 20 miles deep, encoun- 
tered about eight miles above the 
earth’s surface. The temperature is 
curiously stationary; about—75 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. About 40 miles be- 
yond the stratosphere is the ‘mysteri- 
ous Heaviside Layer of ionized gases, 
from which radio waves “bounce” 

like Nght rays from a mirror. 

Data about the stratosphere has 
long been gathered by instruments 
borne in rockets and unmanned bal- 
loons (small balloons have gone to 
100,000 feet) but the sum total of 
knowledge is. not great. 

‘It is known that no clouds or rain 
occur in the belt. There is a notion 
that the prevailing wind is easterly,. 
counter tothe earth’s movement; but 
Professor Piccard calls that “a lot of 
bosh.” Also it was supposed that the 
stratosphere visitor in daytime. would 
see stars shine in a purple sky. Pic- 
card‘s sky was deep, dark blue but 
starless.—New York Times.
